The 
snake then raised its head and, per- 
ceiving s knot-hole in the wooden 
henroost wall, inawted its bead and 
the fore part of its body and swat- 
lowed a second egg. 

On the approach of the owner of 
the henroost the snake tried to 
tire, but the second egg would not 
pass through the knot-hole, aad 
when he trieil to advance the egg in 
his tail equally impeded his progreaa. 
Thus "e|g-boond" at both wds. the 
reptik fsU a*vietiai to its BVB grsed.

The parcel post 
will take nothing but fourth-class mat* 
ter. Printed matter Is still In tho 
third-class designation.

The postmastera of the five largest 
offices In the country have already 
appeared before the committee, so 
Pittsburg was represented as being a 
large first class office, though smaller 
than any of the greater five, and as 
being the center of a tremendous man- 
ufacturing area. The postmaster of 
Pittsburg reported that the board of 
trade of that city has a special parcel 
post committee, working toward 
bringing the consumer and producer 
nearer to each other by the new sys- 
tem, lie also said that many of the 
merchants are planning to have their 
city deHveries made by parcel poat. 

Wilmington, Del. represented a 
large farming and manufacturing dis- 
trict, with Its mall connections close 
with Philadelphia, one of the largest 
offices. Jacksonville la the largest of- 
fice in Florida, and tha outlet for all 
the mail of tha atata. It la peculiar 
in having a apeclal inoraaaa of force 
in winter, the tourist aoaaoa. and the 
postmaster aaid that it was expected 
that travelera would use the parcel

Insjrancs on Parcels. 

A mailable parcel on which the 
postage Is fully prepaid niay be In- 
sured against loss in an amount equiv- 
alent to its actual value, but not to 
exceed JTiO, on payment of a fee of 
ten cents In parcel post stamps, such 
stamps to be affixed. 

When 3 parcel is Insured, the sen- 
der will be given a receipt showing 
the oflice and date of mailing and 
number of the parcel 

When a return receipt Is desired by 
the sender of an Insured parcel the 
postmaster at the mailing cHjce will 
note the request on the margin of 
the insurance tag, and the postmaster 
at the office of address will obtain 
from the addressee a receipt and mail 
it to the sender.

Forwarding of Pareele. 

Parcela may be remailed or for- 
warded on the payment of addtHoaal 
poatage at tha rata which «o<tft ha 
ohargeahla If they were brighMlly 
mailed at the forwarding ofllaa, la 
whkh oaaa tha aaeaaaary atampa wtn 
ha aflbad the torwardtaw 
tar.

Parcela must be prepared for mail- 
ing in such manner that the contenta 
can be easily examined. A parcel will 
not be accepted for mailing unless it 
beara the name and address of the 
sender preceded by the word From." 

In addition to the name and address 
of the sender, which is required, it 
will be permissible to write or print 
on the covering of a parcel, or on a 
tag or label attached to it, the occu- 
pation of the sender, and to Indicate 
in a small space by means of marks, 
letters, numbers, names or other brief 
description, the character of the par- 
cel, but ample space must be left on 
the address side for the full addresa 
lu legible characters and for the ne- 
cessary postage statnps. Inscriptions 
such as "Merry Christmas," "Please 
do not open until rhristmas," "Happy
